Sugar Deliveries 


During the month of May 1947, 60,000 kg of suger, at 152.53 schillings 
per 100 kg, were delivered from the Brucker Zuckerfabrik to Lazer Neisse. 
From November 1946 through tiay 1947, a total of 1,151,405 kg of suger was 


delivered from the Bruck factory, through USIVA, to various Austrian whele= | 


sale food firns in Lover justria.

The sugar intended for Austrian wholesslers, according to direetions from 
USIVA, is sent to individual firms which are required to make pryment in 
advance to USIVA. Included in the rurchase nrice is a commission for USIVA 
of 2,50 schillings per 100 kg of sugar. (this amount corresponds to the 
4-5% price increase which USIYA puts on the items sold from its warehouses.
